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Attachment to Advisory Action 

The amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues requiring 
further consideration. The newly added limitation in the independent claims as in Claim 
55 for example, 'interior surface of the end cap "that is adjacent to the channel" ', raises 
new issues requiring further consideration. 

In response to the arguments with respect to the Hankammer reference, the 
surface that is adjacent to the channel would not make any difference to the rejection of 
the claims. The argument that conical part 9 is a vent would not make the claim 
patentable because the use of the conical part 9 is only a functional limitation or 
intended use limitation; and it is capable of being used as an inlet port. The same is 
true for Kano in view of Hankammer. The motivation was clearly stated in the rejection, 
and the suggestion is there in both the references. With respect to the Heilmann 
reference, further consideration is required, and response to the arguments will have to 
be differed until such consideration, since the arguments are generally based on the 
newly added limitation.
